The Japanese training ship Anegawa
arrlved in the harbor at "mbout 19
o'clock thix morning. having come
from the Orient after a ahort stop ut
Midway.

All the Japanese populntion of the
city wus walting for her anxiously,
and when ahe came off the harbor
crowds were down on the wharves or
oboard sampans and launches and ev-
erything elee In the harbor that would
float. Everywhere waved the flags of
Japan, Every little sampan bore a
string of brilnapt crimson and of
white,. Above the gquarantine whart
they were clustered In & swarm-—hig
flags with the blood-red center, little
ones twinkling and snapping in the
breege,—and every boat full of excited,
gayly clnd wubjects of the Mikado,
For the Anegawa Is to the Japanene
no ordinary war vessel, She Is more
than that. Bhe s a trophy of vietory,
for she was captured (rom the Rus-
slams In the war, and represbnts  (he
prowess of the little brown people, She
Is & converted crulser of large slge
and s manned and offlcered largely by
men who fought in the war,

by the Honolulu Japanese for the re-
ception of thelr waralilp.
